Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  1938  was  3,194  giving 
a  crude  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  IT 73  as 
compared  with  11  6  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  in  urban  districts  was  1,567, 
giving  a  crude  death  rate  of  IT 91  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
In  rural  areas  the  number  of  deaths  was  1,627  and  the  crude 
death  rate  1T57. 

The  age  and  sex  constitution  of  a  population  varies  in 
different  districts  and  this  has  a  material  effect  on  the  level 
of  the  crude  death  rate.  The  higher  the  proportion  of  old 
people,  for  example,  in  a  given  population,  the  higher  the 
general  death  rate  is  likely  to  be.  Before  the  mortality  rates 
of  districts  can  be  properly  compared  allowance  must  there¬ 
fore  be  made  for  the  different  age  and  sex  constitution  of  their 
population.  For  this  purpose  a  comparability  factor  is 
provided  by  the  Registrar-General  for  each  County  district. 
The  following  table  gives  the  crude  death  rate,  the  com¬ 
parability  factor  and  the  adjusted  death  rate  for  each  urban 
and  rural  district.

16 

Home  Nursing. 

(a)  General. 

The  arrangements  for  the  provision  of  domiciliary  nursing 
are  organised  and  carried  out  by  the  County  and  District 
Nursing  Associations.  The  nurses  employed  undertake  both 
general  nursing  and  midwifery.  In  respect  of  the  latter 
service  substantial  grants  are  made  by  the  County  Council. 

The  Council’s  scheme  prepared  under  the  Midwives  Act, 
1936,  will  have  the  effect  not  only  of  providing  midwives  in  all 
County  districts,  but  it  will  also  result  in  the  provision  of  a 
general  nursing  service  covering  practically  the  whole  County. 
Particulars  of  the  scheme  referred  to  were  given  in  the 
Maternity  section  of  the  report  for  1937. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  County  Council  provides  home  nursing  in  cases  of 
puerperal  fever,  puerperal  pyrexia  and  ophthalmia  neonatorum 
when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  medical  practitioner  in  charge 
of  the  patient.  Children  suffering  from  measles  and  whooping 
cough  are  also  visited  if  a  doctor  is  not  in  attendance. 

Health  Visiting. 

The  number  of  Health  Visitors  employed  by  the  Council 
is  35.  They  act  as  school,  tuberculosis  and  maternity  and 
child  welfare  nurses.  They  are  also  responsible  for  the  super¬ 
vision  of  mental  defectives  and  boarded-out  children,  and  act 
as  Infant  Life  Protection  visitors. 
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Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  additional 
accommodation  at  the  Council’s  clinic  premises  at  Cleethorpes 
and  Scunthorpe  is  being  proceeded  with.  The  erection  of 
the  new  Clinic  premises  at  Skegness  has  also  commenced. 

An  additional  Infant  Welfare  Centre  was  opened  at 
Winterton. 

Ambulance  Provision. 

The  ambulances  serving  the  County  appear  to  be  sufficient 
to  meet  the  ordinary  needs  of  the  area. 

For  non-infectious  cases  ambulances  are  provided  by  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  Cleethorpes  Borough  Council  and  the  Urban  District 
Council  of  Gainsborough.  Use  is  also  made  of  the  ambulances 
provided  by  the  County  Boroughs  of  Grimsby  and  Lincoln. 
At  Scunthorpe  several  of  the  large  Steel  Works  have  provided 
ambulances  for  their  own  use.  A  new  ambulance  has  been 
provided  for  use  in  connection  with  the  County  Infirmary, 
Louth. 

For  infectious  cases  ambulance  provision  is  made  by  the 
County  Council  at  the  Brumby  Isolation  Hospital  and  County 
Sanatorium,  by  the  North  East  Lindsey  Joint  Hospital  Board 
at  Osgodby,  and  by  the  Gainsborough  Urban  District  Council. 

The  County  Council  has  subsidised  the  provision  of  nine 
ambulances  for  general  cases  provided  by  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  facilities  available  have  been  described  in  previous 
reports.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  arrangements 
during  the  year.  The  possibility  of  extending  this  service 
on  the  lines  suggested  in  the  report  for  last  year  is  under 
consideration. 

LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  ACT,  1929 

(a)  Transferred  Medical  Services. 

The  Council’s  Medical  Out-relief  scheme  enabling  patients 
to  have  free  choice  of  doctor  continues  to  extend  as 
vacancies  arise  in  the  old  Medical  Out-relief  districts.  Twenty 
of  these  districts  now  have  the  new  scheme  in  operation.  The 
number  of  medical  practitioners  on  the  panel  is  47.  The 
population  of  the  areas  served  is  now  nearly  50%  of  the  total 
population  of  the  County. 

(b)  The  Louth  Public  Assistance  Institution,  the  recon¬ 
struction  and  adaptation  of  which  was  completed  last  year, 
has  been  appropriated  as  a  Public  Health  Hospital.  Similarly 
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the  Infirmary  portion  of  the  Brigg  Institution  is  now  being 
administered  as  a  hospital  by  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

(c)  Appointment  of  Whole-time  District  Medical  Officers 
of  Health. 

The  scheme  made  by  the  County  Council  under  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1929,  for  the  employment  of  Whole-time 
District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  was  applied  during  the 
year  to  the  Horncastle  urban  and  rural  districts  and  the 
Woodhall  Spa  urban  district.  Six  county  districts  now  have 
whole-time  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Sanitary  Inspection. 

The  slight  improvement  noted  last  year  has  not  been 
maintained,  and  it  is  disturbing  to  note  that  in  some  of  the 
smaller  urban  districts  and  some  of  the  rural  districts  little 
active  inspection  and  following  up  is  carried  out.  It  is 
obvious  in  some  cases  from  the  inspector’s  annual  returns 
that  the  figures  are  a  slight  variation  from  the  previous  returns, 
and  year  by  year  the  number  of  matters  not  conclusively 
dealt  with  increase.  This  state  of  affairs  could  be  obviated 
if  the  officers  kept  a  daily  diary  in  an  intelligible  form  and  had 
clerical  assistance  to  keep  records  and  registers  up  to  date. 

Meat  inspection  in  a  rural  district  is  a  duty  full  of  difficulty 
and  in  many  cases  impossible  to  carry  out  with  any  degree 
of  completeness,  but  when  the  number  of  animals  inspected 
is  considered  with  the  small  amount  of  meat  condemned,  the 
thought  arises  that  the  type  of  animal  slaughtered  has  greatly 
improved  especially  in  the  small  urban  areas.  This 
supposition  is  discounted  by  the  returns  from  the  districts 
where  a  complete  and  efficient  meat  inspection  is  carried  out. 

Housing. 

With  the  passing  of  the  1935  Housing  Act  definite  standards 
by  which  to  estimate  overcrowding  were  formulated  and 
although  the  standards  might  be  regarded  as  falling  short  of 
desirable  they  have  formed  a  workable  basis.  For  the 
first  time  a  reasonably  accurate  survey  was  made  and  this 
has  resulted  in  a  great  improvement  in  housing  conditions. 
There  are  two  features  which  are  now  noted,  the  first  being 
that  in  some  districts  the  results  of  the  first  survey  are  regarded 
as  final  figures  and  rather  less  attention  is  now  given  to  new 
cases  of  overcrowding  which  are  now  arising.  Secondly,  in 
an  effort  to  completely  abate  overcrowding  by  rehousing,  less 
regard  is  paid  to  those  persons  living  in  insanitary  houses,  the 
latter  evidently  being  regarded  as  the  lesser  of  two  evils. 
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It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  will  be  less  marked  in  the  course 
of  the  next  year  or  so. 

A  most  encouraging  feature  is  the  number  of  new  houses 
built  in  the  county  during  1938,  local  authorities  being 
responsible  for  419,  of  which  216  were  erected  by  rural 
authorities  while  1,571  were  built  by  private  enterprise. 
It  is  regrettable  to  note  that  there  is  still  one  rural  authority 
in  the  County  which  has  not  erected  a  single  Council  house. 

It  has  been  said  that  council  houses  label  themselves  by 
their  construction,  but  in  the  last  year  or  so,  design  and 
lay  out,  materials  and  fittings  have  improved  immeasurably 
and  they  now  bear  favourable  comparison  with  other  new 
houses.  More  local  authorities  are  building  bungalows  for 
aged  persons,  a  much  needed  boon  to  the  old  folk  ;  these  are 
not  only  economical,  they  sometimes  release  houses  for  larger 
families  and  assist  in  creating  a  pleasing  lay  out  of  the  housing 
sites. 

There  has  not  been  a  great  use  made  of  the  Housing 
(Financial  Provision)  Act,  1938,  which  enables  private  persons 
to  erect  working  class  houses  with  a  subsidy  under  certain 
conditions,  but  so  far  the  rural  district  councils  have  given 
applications  very  careful  consideration  and  have  not 
unreasonably  withheld  the  necessary  certificate. 

Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts,  1926-35. 

The  local  district  Councils  are  responsible  for  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  these  Acts  in  Caistor,  Grimsby,  Louth,  Spilsby  and 
Welton  Rural  Areas.  The  County  Council  is  responsible  in 
the  Gainsborough,  Glanford  Brigg,  Horncastle  and  Isle  of 
Axholme  districts. 

Since  the  Acts  came  into  operation  the  County  Council  has 
made  grants  in  respect  of  187  houses  amounting  to  £13,458, 
while  £5,113  has  been  promised  in  respect  of  a  further  47 
houses. 

Recently  there  has  been  a  tendency  for  district  councils  to 
seek  delegation  of  powers  under  this  Act,  claiming  that  local 
knowledge  and  administration  would  give  added  impetus 
to  its  working.  This  is  true  to  a  degree  but  uniformity  over 
the  county  cannot  be  achieved  in  this  manner,  further,  with 
such  local  administration,  it  would  not  be  impossible  for 
grants  to  be  made  in  respect  of  works  which  were  the  owners 
responsibility  and  remediable  under  the  Housing  or  Public 
Health  Acts. 
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RURAL  WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  million  pounds  granted  by  the  Government  for  purposes 
of  water  supply  has  been  exhausted  for  some  time,  but  while 
available,  full  advantage  was  taken  of  this  by  the  Rural 
Councils  in  this  County  to  carry  out  schemes.  Many  of  the 
people  now  enjoying  this  amenity,  or  more  exactly,  this 
necessity,  cannot  imagine  existence  without  it.  While  the 
progress  made  gives  great  satisfaction  it  only  serves  to 
accentuate  the  need  in  those  areas  not  so  happily  placed ;  the 
people  in  these  areas  often  helping  to  pay  in  the  general  rate 
for  the  schemes  in  operation.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  the 
present  demands  on  the  nation’s  finance  abate,  funds  will  be 
made  available  to  complete  the  good  work. 

Brigg  Rural  District. 

The  Western  Area  scheme  is  completed  but  further  exten¬ 
sions  in  the  north-western  portion  have  been  the  subject  of  an 
inquiry.  The  water  is  obtained  from  bores  at  Wressle 
operated  by  the  North  Lindsey  Regional  Joint  Board.  There 
appears  to  be  no  immediate  prospect  for  a  scheme  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  district. 

Caistor  Rural  District. 

The  Regional  Scheme  is  operating  well,  the  water  being 
obtained  from  springs  in  the  Wolds,  additional  connections 
are  still  being  made.  As  stated  last  year  there  is  no  acute 
shortage  in  villages  not  supplied  by  the  scheme  itself  but  some 
of  the  sources  of  supply  are  not  above  suspicion. 

Gainsborough  Rural  District. 

The  scheme  for  this  area  is  not  yet  in  full  progress  some 
difficulty  being  experienced  in  getting  an  adequate  supply 
from  one  of  the  bores.  It  is  hoped  that  pipe  laying  will 
shortly  commence. 

Negotiations  with  the  Lincoln  City  Corporation  are  taking 
place  with  the  object  of  supplying  villages  in  the  south¬ 
western  portion  of  the  area  with  water  from  the  Corporation  s 
trunk  main. 

Grimsby  Rural  District. 

Continued  extensions  of  the  Grimsby  Corporation  s  mains 
are  being  made  in  the  area.  At  Waltham  analyses  of  well 
waters  reveal  pollution  and  action  is  now  being  taken  to 
compel  connection  to  the  mains. 

In  the  remaining  parts  of  the  district  it  is  not  difficult  to 
obtain  deep  well  water  from  the  chalk  formation  ;  in  many 
cases  artesian  conditions  obtain. 
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Horncastle  Rural  District. 

Water  is  obtained  from  the  Benniworth  springs  for  the 
supply  of  Wragby,  but  apart  from  villages  in  the  vicinity  of 
Revesby  and  Woodhall  Spa  the  need  is  great.  Financial 
considerations  alone  prevent  the  parish  of  Kirkstead  from 
participation  in  the  Woodhall  Spa  supply.  This  obstacle  should 
be  overcome. 

Isle  of  Axholme  Rural  District. 

The  extensive  scheme  in  this  area  is  completed,  only  isolated 
properties  not  being  served,  but  applications  for  private 
extensions  are  still  being  received.  The  water  is  obtained  in 
bulk  from  the  Doncaster  and  Tickhill  Water  Board  and  when 
one’s  mind  is  cast  back  to  the  conditions  four  years  ago  it  is 
realised  what  progress  has  been  made. 

Louth  Rural  District. 

The  Manby  and  Grimoldby  scheme  is  now  completed  and 
full  advantage  of  this  service  has  been  taken  in  the  area.  The 
original  Binbrook  scheme  has  been  extended  as  suggested  in 
my  previous  report  and  pipe  laying  is  now  in  progress  ;  the 
erection  of  an  aerodrome  in  the  vicinity  will  utilise  the  scheme 
for  its  supply. 

The  north-eastern  portion  of  this  district  is  fairly  well 
supplied  by  private  bores  of  a  semi-artesian  character,  but 
the  number  of  shallow  wells  in  other  parts  is  an  indication  of 
future  requirements. 

Spilsby  Rural  District. 

After  much  delay  the  bore  at  Mumby  is  now  completed 
and  yielding  an  adequate  supply  of  good  quality  water  from 
the  sandstone.  It  is  anticipated  that  great  progress  will  be 
made  during  1939  with  the  pipe  laying. 

The  bore  and  reservoir  for  the  Fen  scheme  is  completed  and 
the  pipe  laying  well  in  progress.  Applications  for  connections 
are  being  received  in  numbers  and  the  area  of  supply  will 
probably  be  extended.  The  sparse  population  of  the  Fen 
district  will  make  it  a  matter  of  financial  difficulty  to  provide 
a  supply  for  all  of  the  houses,  but  the  scheme  is  as  compre¬ 
hensive  as  possible.  Analyses  of  the  Wainfleet  water  show 
that  the  supply  of  water  from  an  unpolluted  source  is  a 
matter  of  extreme  urgency. 

Welton  Rural  District. 

The  scheme  supplying  twenty-five  parishes  is  now  completed 
and  a  relatively  small  number  of  premises  on  the  line  of  supply 
remain  to  be  connected.  The  water  is  satisfactory  both 
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General  Housing  Conditions  in  the  County

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from  a  chemical  and  bacteriological  standpoint  but  the 
discoloration  previously  mentioned  still  persists  to  some 
extent.  Methods  to  reduce  this  discoloration  and  the 
temporary  hardness  of  the  water  are  under  consideration. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  provision  of  a  piped  water  supply  to  a  locality  satisfies 
one  very  necessary  requirement  but  immediately  creates 
another  in  the  need  for  adequate  disposal  of  waste  water. 
When  every  drop  of  water  has  to  be  pumped  and  carried  and 
every  dry  period  threatens  a  shortage,  economy  is  practised, 
but  the  turning  of  a  tap  and  an  unlimited  supply  produces 
different  habits.  In  many  places  the  existing  sewers  though 
lamentably  short  of  modern  conception  did  at  least  remove  a 
probable  nuisance  to  the  outskirts  of  the  villages.  With  the 
advent  of  water  schemes,  however,  these  sewers  become 
absolutely  inadequate  for  the  purpose  and  demand  serious 
attention. 

It  is  very  disturbing  to  contemplate  the  influx  of  evacuees 
in  a  time  of  emergency  into  many  of  the  villages  scheduled  to 
receive  them.  At  the  present  time  arrangements  for  night 
soil  and  sewage  disposal  are  far  from  adequate,  and  the  advent 
of  children  not  used  to  these  sanitary  arrangements  and  not 
possessed  of  that  immunity  to  associated  ailments  which  a 
country  upbringing  seems  to  confer,  cannot  be  regarded 
without  apprehension. 

In  the  Brigg  Rural  District  the  Broughton  Scheme  is 
completed  and  nearly  all  connections  are  made.  The 
scheme  for  the  parish  of  Gunness  has  not  been  proceeded  with, 
but  the  rapid  housing  development  in  this  area  necessitates 
early  consideration  of  a  modified  scheme. 

The  scheme  for  new  works  and  modernisation  of  the  sewers 
at  Alford  is  now  well  in  progress  and  should  result  in  a  much 
better  condition  of  the  Wold  Grift. 

As  was  anticipated,  the  original  scheme  for  Market  Rasen 
and  Middle  Rasen  sewerage  did  not  provide  for  sufficient 
relaying  of  defective  sewers  and  an  amended  scheme  covering 
this  point  has  been  approved  and  the  work  is  well  in  hand. 

The  Manby  and  Grimoldby  scheme  is  now  operating  but 
the  works  are  already  overloaded  with  a  consequent  bad 
effect  upon  the  effluent. 

From  observations  it  is  apparent  that  much  surface  water 
is  being  admitted  to  the  sewers,  this  resulting  in  ponding  of 
the  filters. 

No  progress  can  be  recorded  with  regard  to  Bardney,  the 
need  in  this  parish  is  increasing  and  visible  and  odourous 
signs  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  works  are  not  wanting. 


The  extra  city  development  in  the  parishes  of  Greetwell  and 
Nettleham  is  creating  the  usual  problem  in  connection  with 
sewage  disposal  and  a  scheme  has  been  prepared.  It  is 
necessary  to  provide  for  future  development  in  such  schemes 
and  in  this  case  the  extra  expense  so  involved  has  tended  to 
retard  progress. 

At  Barton-on-Humber  no  steps  have  been  taken  to  combat 
the  periodical  flooding  in  the  lower  portion  of  the  town 
mentioned  in  the  previous  report.

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

Since  the  1st  April  the  veterinary  inspection  of  cattle  under 
this  Order  has  been  undertaken  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries. 

There  are  3,077  registered  milk  producers  in  the  County 
and  the  number  of  milch  cows  is  approximately  20,609. 

Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  under  this  Order  during 
the  year  was  491,  of  which  482  were  reported  by  the  owners 
and  7  were  traced  following  the  detection  of  tubercle  bacilli 
in  milk  samples. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

There  has  been  some  progress  during  the  year  in  the  matter 
of  production  of  milk  under  licence  and,  as  might  be  expected 
after  nearly  fifteen  year’s  educative  work  since  the  first 
Special  Designation  Order  came  into  force,  each  additional 
licence  holder  represents  a  stubborn  convert  to  clean  methods 
and/or  premises  brought  at  last  to  a  reasonable  hygienic 
condition. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  seven  T.T.  licences  in 
force,  two  having  been  surrendered  owing  to  inability  to 
comply  with  Part  I  of  the  3rd  Schedule.  It  is  difficult  for 
small  cowkeepers  to  isolate  additions  to  the  herd  for  two 
months  in  the  summer,  this  necessitating  a  separate  paddock 
and  milking  box. 

Accredited  farms  numbered  172,  an  increase  of  19  over  the 
1937  figures,  this  despite  two  surrenders  of  licence  owing  to 
removal  and  one  licence  revoked  for  unsatisfactory  samples 
and  bad  conditions. 

An  appeal  against  the  Council’s  refusal  to  renew  an  Accre¬ 
dited  Producers  Licence  in  January,  1938,  was  still  pending 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  since  then  the  appeal  has  been 
disallowed. 

During  the  year  all  samples  of  milk  have  been  tested  by 
the  Methylene  Blue  Reductase  Test  and  for  B.  Coli  but  it 
has  been  found  that  samples  sent  to  the  laboratory  overnight 
by  bus  have  a  higher  temperature  on  arrival  than  those 
brought  in  by  officers  and  kept  at  shade  temperature. 

Over  700  samples  from  T.T.  or  Accredited  farms  were 
examined  and  84  per  cent  were  satisfactory,  10  per  cent  failed 
both  tests,  2- 8  per  cent  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  test  only 
and  32  per  cent  failed  the  B.  Coli  test  only. 
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During  the  year  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector  made 
89  visits  in  connection  with  proposed  applications  and  437 
surprise  visits  to  licensed  farms. 

Provision  of  Milk  in  Elementary  Schools. 

The  number  of  schools  in  which  a  daily  supply  of  fresh 
milk  is  available  has  increased  during  the  year  by  21.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  12,512  children  were  receiving  a  daily  milk 
ration.  The  corresponding  figure  for  the  preceding  year 
was  10,399.

The  schools  still  without  a  milk  scheme  are  situated  in  the 
rural  areas.  The  number  of  children  in  these  schools  is  as  rule 
comparatively  small  with  the  result  that  milk  producers  are 
rarely  willing  to  undertake  to  supply  daily  the  small  number 
of  bottles  of  milk  required. 

Of  the  149  schools  in  which  milk  is  available  “  T.T.  ”  milk 
was  being  provided  in  2,  accredited  in  52,  pasteurised  in  75 
and  non-designated  milk  in  20. 

During  the  year  approval  was  refused  in  respect  of  three 
sources  of  supply  when  the  quality  of  the  milk  did  not  reach 
the  required  standard.  Approval  is  withheld  in  every  case 
where  milk  does  not  pass  the  Methylene  Blue  Reductase  Test. 

Three  producers  who  had  previously  been  approved  ceased 
to  supply  schools  as  they  were  unable  to  maintain  this 
standard. 

The  number  of  milk  samples  examined  in  connection  with 
school  schemes  was  in  the  year  under  review  221.

Diphtheria. 

There  were  280  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  during  1938, 
an  increase  of  53  on  last  year’s  figure.  This  increase  is 
mainly  accounted  for  by  the  greater  prevalence  of  the 
disease  in  the  Cleethorpes  M.B.  and  the  Borough  of  Scunthorpe 
There  were  12  deaths  from  the  disease  as  against  10  in  1937. 

When  immunisation  schemes  against  diphtheria  are  under¬ 
taken  by  district  councils,  the  County  Council  will  bear  the 
cost  of  providing  the  necessary  serum  in  respect  of  infants 
and  children  of  school  age.  Such  schemes  are  now  in  opera¬ 
tion  in  six  of  the  County  districts. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

As  compared  with  the  preceding  year  there  has  been  a

Measles. 

Notification  of  measles  is  not  compulsory,  and  only 
information  obtained  from  head  teachers  in  respect  of  school 
children  is  available.  The  number  of  cases  reported  by 
teachers  during  the  year  was  1,040,  a  decrease  of  312  on  the 
previous  year’s  figure. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  conditions  which  had 
hitherto  been  notifiable  as  puerperal  fever  became  notifiable 
from  1st  October,  1937,  as  puerperal  pyrexia.  Puerperal 
fever  was,  therefore,  from  the  above  date,  no  longer  included 
as  a  separate  disease  in  the  Registrar-General’s  returns 
relating  to  the  notification  of  infectious  diseases. 

During  1938,  63  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified. 
Of  these,  29  were  admitted  to  hospital  for  isolation  and 
treatment,  while  34  remained  at  home  under  the  care  of  their 
own  doctors.  At  the  request  of  the  medical  practitioners, 
home  nursing  was  provided  by  the  County  Council  in  11  cases, 
and  the  services  of  a  consultant  in  1  case. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

The  regulations  relating  to  ophthalmia  neonatorum  have 
been  amended  by  the  Minister  of  Health  as  from  1st  April, 
1937.  Under  the  old  regulations  medical  practitioners  were 
required  to  notify  the  occurrence  of  a  case  of  ophthalmia 
neonatorum  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County 
district  in  which  the  case  occurred,  and  it  was  the  duty  of 
the  District  Medical  Officer  to  pass  on  the  information  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  who  was  responsible  for  making  any 
arrangements  required  for  the  provision  of  nursing  and 
treatment.  The  amended  regulations  provide  that  the  medical 
practitioners  shall  notify  the  County  Medical  Officer  direct, 
an  arrangement  which  should  expedite  the  provision  of  the 
services  the  County  Council  has  available. 

There  were  40  cases  notified  during  1938.  Home  nursing 
was  provided  by  the  County  Council  in  22  cases  and  hospital 
treatment  in  7.  One  patient  died  and  one  left  the  district. 
In  35  cases  there  was  no  impairment  of  vision.  In  2  cases 
the  vision  was  impaired. 
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School  Closures  on  Account  of  Infectious  Disease. 

The  County  Medical  Officer,  as  School  Medical  Officer,  acts 
in  close  co-operation  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  district 
in  connection  with  the  closure  of  schools  and  the  steps  taken 
generally  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  amongst  the 
school  population. 

Sixteen  schools  or  departments  were  closed  on  account  of 
the  prevalence  of  infectious  disease,  as  compared  with  98 
in  1937.  The  diseases  for  which  schools  were  closed  are  as

Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases. 

Reference  was  made  in  last  year’s  report  to  the  shortage 
in  the  county  of  hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  cases. 
The  position  remains  the  same  and  in  view  of  the  possibility 
of  a  large  number  of  “  evacuees  ”  being  received  into  this 
area  the  matter  is  one  calling  for  immediate  consideration. 
The  County  Council’s  isolation  hospital  at  Brumby  which 
serves  the  northern  part  of  the  county  has  again  been  unable 
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to  meet  the  demand  for  beds  and  arrangements  have  had  to 
be  made  at  times  to  send  cases  to  other  hospitals.

PUBLIC  VACCINATION 

The  county  is  divided  into  62  vaccination  districts  in  which 
52  Public  Vaccinators  are  employed.  Public  Vaccinators  are 
also  appointed  for  the  Council’s  three  Public  Assistance 
Institutions  and  for  the  Children’s  Homes  at  Horncastle. 

The  Registrar-General  requires  two  returns  to  be  submitted 
to  him  annually,  one  in  respect  of  successful  primary  vaccina¬ 
tions,  and  re-vaccinations,  performed  by  public  vaccinators 
and  medical  officers  of  public  assistance  institutions,  and  the 
other  in  respect  of  the  vaccinations  of  children  whose  births 
were  registered  in  the  previous  year.  These  returns  are 
summarised  in  the  accompanying  tables. 

It  will  be  noted  that  of  4,179  children  born  in  1937,  542  or 
12-9  per  cent  were  recorded  as  successfully  vaccinated. 
Certificates  of  conscientious  objection  to  vaccination  were 
submitted  by  parents  in  respect  of  3,269  children,  which 
number  represents  78'2  per  cent  of  the  total  births.

TUBERCULOSIS 

Notification. 

The  Tuberculosis  registers  kept  by  the  District  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  showed  that,  on  31st  December,  1938,  there 
were  in  the  county  3,274  persons,  who  had  been  actually 
notified  by  Doctors  or  of  whose  removal  into  the  county 
information  had  been  received  from  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  the  area  from  which  they  had  migrated.  Of  these 
3,274  cases  2,381  (or  72-75  per  cent)  were  Pulmonary  and 
893  (or  27-25  per  cent)  were  Non-Pulmonary. 

These  registers  are  kept  up  to  date  by  the  removal  from 
them  of  the  names  of  all  patients  who  die  or  who  leave  the 
County  as  soon  as  such  information  is  known. 

During  the  year  377  new  cases  were  ascertained  ;  of  this 
number  320  (221  Pulmonary,  99  Non-Pulmonary)  were 
notified  under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis  Regulations). 
The  remaining  57  cases  were  discovered  in  the  following  ways  :

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During  the  year  461  contacts  were  examined  and  of  this 
number  13  (or  2‘8  per  cent)  were  found  to  be  definitely 
Tuberculous.  In  11  instances  a  definite  diagnosis  was  not 
come  to  and  the  remaining  437  cases  were  found  to  be  Non- 
Tuberculous. 

The  number  of  contacts  examined  in  1938  was  the  highest 
since  1933.  As  this  part  of  a  Tuberculosis  Officer’s  work  is 
of  paramount  importance  in  discovering  not  only  the  source 
of  infection  but  also  in  discovering  the  early  case  this  increase 
is  satisfactory.  Not  until  an  X-ray  examination  of  all  contacts 
is  systematically  carried  out  can  the  fullest  benefit  be  derived 
from  the  Tuberculosis  scheme. 

Ancillary  Services. 

1 .  Dental  T reatment. 

The  Tuberculosis  Officers  can  refer  those  cases  requiring 
Dental  Treatment  to  one  of  the  Council’s  Dental  Surgeons. 
During  the  year  97  cases  received  Dental  Treatment. 

Artificial  Dentures  were  supplied  to  20  patients  during  the 
year. 

2.  Orthopcedic  Treatment. 

Cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  referred  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Officers  to  the  Orthopaedic  Clinics.  During  the 
year  75  cases  were  seen  and  treated  at  these  clinics,  the 
number  being  divided  up  as  follows  : —

Examination  of  Sputum. 

All  specimens  of  sputum  are  examined  in  the  County 
Laboratory  which  is  situated  in  the  County  Offices,  Newland, 
Lincoln.  During  the  year  1,005  specimens  were  examined, 
of  which  295,  or  29  35  per  cent  were  positive. 

Facilities  are  also  available  for  the  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  of  Pleural  fluid. 

Shelters. 

The  County  Council  possesses  91  shelters  which  they  loan 
out  to  suitable  cases.  During  the  year  76  of  these  were  in 
use.  The  Tuberculosis  Nurse  visits  these  cases  regularly  to 
see  that  full  advantage  is  taken  of  this  provision. 
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Extra  Nourishment. 

Extra  nourishment  in  the  form  of  milk  and  eggs  is  provided 
to  necessitous  patients  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Officers.  During  the  year  this  was  supplied  over  an 
average  period  of  months.  The  Voluntary  Care 

Committees  also  supply  extra  nourishment  to  selected  cases 
in  Cleethorpes  and  Scunthorpe.  It  is  also  supplied  in 
Gainsborough  through  the  Bacon  Trust  Fund.

Appointments  for  X-ray  examination  are  arranged  through 
the  County  Health  Department  at  Lincoln,  and  medical  practi¬ 
tioners  desirous  of  having  a  patient  X-rayed  should  com¬ 
municate  direct  with  the  local  Tuberculosis  Officer.  X-ray 
examinations  for  diagnostic  purposes  are  now  carried  out 
free  of  charge  to  the  patient. 

The  total  number  of  X-ray  examinations  carried  out  in 
1938  was  556  ;  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  X-ray 
examinations  during  the  last  five  years  is  shown  by  the 
following  table  of  X-ray  examinations  performed  : —

Although  this  steady  increase  in  numbers  calls  for  further 
expense,  it  is  undoubtedly  money  wisely  invested.  For  only 
by  doctors  using  radiology  more  frequently  and.  patients 
realising  their  value  can  any  check  be  made  to  this  disease. 
By  X-ray  examination  patients  can  be  diagnosed  earlier, 
before  any  other  signs  of  the  disease  appear  ;  they  can  thus 
be  put  under  proper  treatment  with  greater  prospects  of 
success  and  with  consequent  cutting  down  of  length  of  stay 
in  Sanatoria ;  subsequently  by  regular  routine  X-ray 
examinations  their  progress  can  be  more  accurately  supervised 
and  any  sign  of  recurrence  can  be  treated  at  once  . 


Residential  Treatment. 

The  institutional  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  provided  by  the  Council  is  set  out 
on  page  57.  Early  male  cases  are  also  sent  to  the  Scartho, 
Ipswich  and  Kelling  Sanatoria. 

The  County  Council  has  no  institution  for  the  treatment  of 
cases  of  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  the  majority  of  which 
are  sent  to  Harlow  Wood  Orthopaedic  and  Gringley-on-the- 
Hill  Hospitals.  Patients  are,  however,  sent  to  other 
institutions  as  and  when  necessary.

After-care  Committees. 

There  are  three  After-care  Committees  in  the  County  and 
these  are  situated  at  Cleethorpes,  Gainsborough  and 
Scunthorpe,  to  each  of  which  the  County  Council  makes  a 
grant  of  £10  per  annum.  The  object  of  these  Committees 
is  to  look  after  patients  who  have  been  discharged  from 
sanatoria,  providing  them,  where  necessary,  with  additional 
food  in  the  form  of  milk  and  eggs.  Furthermore,  they 
endeavour  to  find  suitable  employment  for  cases  who  are 
suitable  for  employment. 

In  addition,  at  Cleethorpes,  there  is  an  After-care  Work 
Centre  to  which  suitable  cases  are  admitted  and  where  they 
do  various  types  of  work.  The  County  Council  makes  a 
grant  to  this  Centre  of  £50  per  annum.

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CANCER 


There  has  been  no  material  change  in  the  facilities  available 
for  the  treatment  of  Cancer  in  the  county.  These  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  described  in  previous  reports. 


The  proposals  for  the  establishment  of  a  service  to  provide 
deep  X-ray  and  radium  treatment  throughout  the  geographical 
county  will  be  facilitated  by  the  provision  of  the  new  Cancer 
Act.  During  1938  the  number  of  patients  suffering  from 
cancer  admitted  to  the  Council’s  institutions  was  42.  Eight 
of  these  had,  prior  to  admission,  obtained  advice  or  treatment 
at  hospitals  having  operative  and  radium  facilities.

MATERNITY 


Midwifery. 

Full  details  of  the  scheme  made  under  the  Midwives  Act, 
1936,  the  object  of  which  is  to  provide  a  domiciliary  service 
of  salaried  midwives  in  all  districts,  was  given  in  last  year’s 
report. 

The  scheme  is  now  in  operation  throughout  the  County 
and  has  worked  smoothly  and  efficiently  during  the  year. 
Altogether  140  midwives  are  engaged  in  district  practice,  of 
which  4  are  directly  employed  by  the  County  Council, 
93  by  arrangement  with  the  County  and  District  Nursing 
Associations,  while  43  are  in  private  practice.  During  the 
year  1938,  midwives,  either  alone  or  under  the  supervision  of 
a  medical  practitioner,  attended  2,970  cases  in  their  own 
homes. 

The  total  number  of  midwives  practising  in  the  County 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  including  those  employed  in  institutions, 
was  170.

Births  Attended  by  Midwives. 

The  number  of  confinements  conducted  by  certified 
midwives  in  1938  was  2,396.  In  addition  they  acted  as 
maternity  nurses  to  1,726  cases  attended  by  doctors. 

Of  the  total  confinements  at  which  midwives  were  present, 
1,152  took  place  in  institutions  and  2,970  in  the  patients’ 
homes. 
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Medical  Assistance  Summoned  by  Midwives. 

In  accordance  with  the  provision  of  Sec.  14  of  the  Midwives 
Act,  1918,  Medical  aid  was  summoned  by  midwives  for 
564  domiciliary  cases  and  318  cases  in  institutions.  When  a 
doctor  is  called  in  by  the  midwife  the  County  Council  is 
responsible  for  the  payment  of  the  practitioner’s  fees  in 
accordance  with  a  scale  laid  down  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 
The  amount  paid  to  doctors  for  the  year  ended  31st  March, 
1938,  amounted  to  £1,658,  of  which  sum  £409  was  recovered 
from  the  patients.

Refresher  Course  for  Midwives. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  every 
practising  midwife,  unless  specially  exempted,  is  required  to 
attend  a  course  of  training  at  least  once  every  7  years.  The 
course  extends  over  a  period  of  4  weeks  and  is  given  at 
institutions  approved  for  the  purpose  by  the  Central  Midwives 
Board. 

The  Hull  Municipal  Maternity  Home  has  been  approved 
for  this  purpose  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
midwives  practising  in  this  county  to  take  their  refresher 
course  at  this  institution.  The  cost  of  the  course  is  £3  per 
week  for  each  midwife,  which  amount  will  be  paid  by  the 
County  Council  less  an  amount  of  15/-  per  week  which  the 
midwife  will  be  required  to  contribute  for  board  and  lodging. 

It  is  proposed  that  25  midwives  will  attend  the  course 
during  1939  and  this  will  be  the  approximate  number  attending 
in  subsequent  years. 

During  the  year  under  review  lectures  and  films  were 
arranged  for  under  the  auspices  of  the  Lincolnshire  Branch  of 
the  Midwives  Institute.  These  meetings  were  well  attended 
and  much  appreciated. 

Inspection  of  Midwives. 

During  the  year  Miss  Reynolds,  the  Council’s  Inspector, 
made  559  routine  visits  of  inspection  to  midwives  as  compared 
with  508  in  the  previous  year.  Miss  Reynolds  reports  that 
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the  standard  of  work  is  generally  very  satisfactory  and  that 
there  are  now  very  few  handywomen  doing  maternity  work  in 
the  County. 

When  the  Minister  of  Health  applies  the  section  of  the 
Midwives  Act,  1936,  relating  to  unqualified  practice  to  the 
County,  the  handywoman  will  disappear  from  the  few  districts 
where  she  still  exists.

Ante-Natal  Visits  by  Health  Visitors. 

Home  visits  to  expectant  mothers  by  Health  Visitors 
numbered  1,830  as  compared  with  2,980  in  the  previous  year. 
A  decrease  in  the  number  of  such  visits  was  anticipated. 

Under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  Midwives  are  now  available 
in  all  county  districts.  Most  patients  now  book  a  midwife 
for  the  confinement  and  there  are,  therefore  fewer  cases 
requiring  to  be  visited  by  the  Council’s  Health  Visitors. 

Post-Natal  Examinations. 

The  number  of  women  examined  post-natally  during  the 
year  was  110,  40  at  the  Council’s  clinics  and  70  by  general 
practitioners  at  the  request  of  the  County  Council. 

Hospital  Treatment  for  Ante-  and  Post-Natal  Cases. 

There  were  131  patients  admitted  to  institutions  for 
ante-natal  and  9  for  post-natal  treatment  during  the  year.

Provision  of  Consultants. 

The  services  of  a  Consultant  are  available  in  all  abnormal 
cases  and  are  provided  at  the  request  of  the  medical  practi¬ 
tioner  in  attendance.  During  the  year  consultants  attended 
14  patients  in  their  own  homes,  71  in  the  Council’s  Maternity 
Homes  and  34  in  other  institutions. 

Home  Helps. 

Twenty-nine  applications  for  the  service  of  a  home  help 
were  received  during  the  year  and  in  every  case  it  was  found 
possible  to  provide  a  suitable  woman  to  undertake  the  duties 
required. 

Registration  of  Nursing  Homes  (Public  Health  Act, 
1930). 

At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  there  were  5  homes 
registered  in  the  County  under  the  above-named  Act,  pro¬ 
viding  accommodation  for  5  maternity  and  34  other  cases. 

The  homes  are  inspected  quarterly.  In  the  case  of  one 
home  where  the  conditions  were  regarded  as  unsatisfactory 
and  where  the  Council’s  bye-laws  were  not  being  complied 
with,  registration  was  cancelled. 

CHILD  WELFARE 
Notification  of  Births. 

The  number  of  births  notified  during  1938  was  4,077,  of 
which  3,935  were  live  births  and  142  still  births.  Those 
notified  by  midwives  numbered  2,396  and  by  doctors  or 
parents  1,681.

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Home  Visitation  of  Infants  and  Children. 

All  birth  notifications  received  are  referred  to  the  Health 
Visitors  who  visit  each  infant  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the 
doctor  or  midwife  has  ceased  to  attend.  A  total  of  34,355 
visits  to  children  under  1  year  of  age  were  made  during  the 
year  while  those  to  children  between  the  ages  of  1  and  5 
years  numbered  28,821. 


Attendance  at  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

As  compared  with  1937  there  has  been  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  numbers  of  mothers  and  children  attending 
the  welfare  centres,  particulars  of  which  will  be  found  in  the 
accompanying  table. 

Extra  Nourishment. 

The  amount  of  dried  milk  supplied  to  expectant  or  nursing 
mothers  and  to  children  under  the  age  of  5  years  amounted 
to  111,718  lb.  In  addition,  1,620  gallons  of  fresh  milk  were 
provided  to  expectant  mothers  at  the  request  of  the  doctor 
in  attendance. 

The  cost  of  providing  extra  nourishment  for  the  year  ended 
31st  March,  1938,  was  £5,312,  of  which  sum  £3,537  was 
recovered. 


Dental  Treatment. 

Dental  treatment  under  the  Council’s  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Scheme  is  confined  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
and  children  under  5  years  of  age.  It  is  only  provided  on  the 
recommendation  of  a  medical  officer.  The  following  is  a

AT  INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES  DURING  THE  YEAR  1938 
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Boarded-out  Children. 

The  supervision  of  children  boarded-out  by  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee  is  undertaken  by  the  Council’s  Health 
Visitors.  Monthly  visits  are  made  to  each  foster  parent  and 
reports  submitted.  The  number  of  children  visited  during 
the  year  was  47  and  the  total  number  of  visits,  including 
special  visits,  669. 

Infant  Life  Protection. 

The  Health  Visitors  are  also  responsible  for  the  inspection 
and  supervision  of  children  under  the  Children  and  Young 
Persons  Act.  Routine  visits  are  made  once  a  month  and 
oftener  if  necessary.  Eighty-one  children  were  under  super¬ 
vision  at  the  end  of  the  year  as  compared  with  68  for  1937. 

Two  foster  parents  were  reported  as  being  unsatisfactory 
and  in  both  cases  the  children  were  removed. 

Warnings  issued  to  four  foster-parents  in  respect  of  un¬ 
satisfactory  home  conditions  had  the  desired  effect. 

In  one  case  it  was  found  that  the  foster-parent  had  taken 
out  an  insurance  policy  in  respect  of  a  child  under  her  care. 
The  policy  was  cancelled  and  the  premium  returned. 

ORTHOPAEDICS 

Orthopaedic  treatment  is  provided  under  the  Council’s 
scheme  for  infants  and  children  up  to  the  age  of  16  years  of 
age.  It  is  only  available  for  adults  other  than  public  assistance 
cases  when  the  crippling  is  due  to  tuberculosis. 

Clinics  are  held  by  the  orthopaedic  surgeon  at  Cleethorpes, 
Gainsborough,  Louth,  Lincoln,  Scunthorpe  and  Spilsby.  The 
Surgeon  is  assisted  in  his  work  by  two  whole-time  nurses. 

During  the  year  69  sessions  were  held  at  which  there  were 
1,118  attendances.  In  addition,  the  nurses  held  774  clinics 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  prescribed  treatment,  the 
number  of  attendances  being  4,141. 

Where  necessary,  the  nurses  also  visit  patients  in  their 
homes.  The  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  was  379. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  arrangements  for  providing 
institutional  treatment  for  orthopaedic  patients.  Those 
requiring  short  period  treatment  go,  as  a  rule,  to  the  Lincoln 
County  Hospital,  while  those  requiring  prolonged  treatment 
are  sent  to  the  Harlow  Wood  Orthopaedic  Hospital, 
Nottinghamshire.  Ninety-seven  patients  received  institu¬ 
tional  treatment  during  the  year,  55  of  whom  were  dealt  with 
at  the  County  Hospital,  Lincoln,  and  27  at  Harlow  Wood. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-nine  patients  were  provided  with 
orthopaedic  appliances  during  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  patients  receiving  advice  or  treatment 
under  the  orthopaedic  scheme  during  1938  was  529,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  449  in  the  preceding  year.

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PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE  MEDICAL  SERVICE 
Domiciliary  Treatment. 

Medical  out-relief  is  provided  partly  through  medical 
officers  employed  in  relief  districts  and  partly  through  a 
scheme  adopted  by  the  Council  whereby  patients  are  able  to 
choose  their  own  doctor  fpom  a  panel  of  practitioners.  The 
Free  Choice  Scheme  is  gradually  being  extended  as  the 
vacancies  arise  in  the  relief  districts.  There  are  at  present 
38  medical  officers  responsible  for  relief  districts  while  the 
number  employed  on  the  panel  is  48.  The  number  of  patients 
receiving  treatment  under  the  Free  Choice  Scheme  during  the 
year  was  1,408.  Home  visits  made  by  doctors  on  the  panel 
numbered  6,375,  while  visits  to  the  doctor’s  surgeries  by 
patients  numbered  3,805.

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Institutional  Treatment. 

County  Infirmary,  Louth. 

The  institutional  treatment  of  the  sick  poor  is  now  provided 
through  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  which  purpose  the 
Louth  Public  Assistance  Institution  and  the  Infirmary  portion 
of  the  Brigg  Institution  have  been  appropriated. 

Extensive  alterations  and  additions  were  necessary  to 
bring  the  Institution  at  Louth  up  to  the  standard  of  a  modern 
Hospital,  involving  an  expenditure  of  approximately  £80,000. 
The  institution  was  appropriated  as  a  hospital  on  the  1st  April 
of  this  year  and  was  formally  opened  by  the  Minister  of  Health 
on  2Gth  July.  The  institution,  which  has  been  re-named  The 
County  Infirmary,  Louth,  has  accommodation  for  210  patients. 
Beds  are  available  not  only  for  Public  Assistance  patients  but 
also  for  other  classes  of  patient  for  which  the  Council’s  Public 
Health  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committees  are 
responsible.  What  was  the  old  Workhouse  has  been  enlarged 
and  adopted  as  an  administration  block,  with  kitchens, 
offices,  stores  and  accommodation  for  the  medical,  nursing 
and  domestic  staff.  The  old  infirmary  buildings  have  been 
renovated  to  provide  for  the  less  acutely  ill  class  of  patient. 

The  new  wing  consists  of  120  beds  for  general  cases,  a 
maternity  block  of  8  beds,  6  beds  for  venereal  diseases  and 
7  cubicles  for  special  cases.  There  is  also  a  dispensary, 
operating  theatre,  X-ray  department,  mortuary  and  laundry.’ 
Cottages  are  provided  for  the  head  porter  and  the  engineer. 


County  Infirmary,  Brigg. 

The  infirmary  portion  of  the  Brigg  Institution  was  appro¬ 
priated  as  a  hospital  at  the  same  time  as  the  Louth  Institution 
and  has  been  re-named  the  County  Infirmary,  Brigg.  Here 
there  is  accommodation  for  83  general  cases.  Since  this 
institution  was  taken  over  from  the  Board  of  Guardians  various 
improvements  have  been  effected,  the  chief  of  which  was 
the  re-equipping  of  the  operating  theatre,  the  provision  of  an 
X-ray  plant  and  the  erection  of  a  nurses’  home. 

In  future  all  institutional  treatment  will  be  carried  out  at 
the  two  above-mentioned  hospitals.  The  sick  wards  attached 
to  the  Public  Assistance  Institutions  at  Spilsby  and  Gains¬ 
borough  will  cease  to  be  used  as  such.

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BLIND  PERSONS  ACT,  1920 
Registration. 

A  medical  certificate  from  a  recognised  opthalmic  surgeon 
is  required  in  every  case  before  registration. 

The  number  of  registered  blind  persons  in  the  County  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  426,  which  is  an  increase  of  10  on  the 
figure  for  1937. 

Relief  of  the  Necessitous  Blind  and  their  Dependants. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  through  their  Blind  Welfare 
Sub-Committee  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  relief  for 
necessitous  blind  persons  and  their  dependants.  The 
number  of  cases  in  receipt  of  relief  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
244  and  the  total  amount  paid  in  relief  during  the  year  was 
£4,706  Is.  7d. 

Medical  Treatment. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  is  also  responsible  for  the 
provision  of  domiciliary  medical  treatment  in  necessitous 
cases.  The  number  of  Blind  Persons  for  whom  treatment  was 
thus  provided  during  1938  was  38. 

Specialist  and  hospital  treatment  is  also  available  when 
necessary.  Thirty-two  cases  were  referred  to  ophthalmic 
surgeons  and  7  admitted  to  hospital.  Nineteen  blind  persons 
received  dental  treatment  of  which  13  were  provided  with 
dentures. 

Prevention  of  Blindness. 

Nineteen  patients  were  referred  to  the  ophthalmic  surgeons 
under  the  prevention  of  blindness  scheme  ;  13  by  medical 
practitioners  and  6  by  the  Council’s  staff.  Six  of  those 
referred  to  the  ophthalmic  surgeons  required  hospital  treat¬ 
ment  while  8  received  other  forms  of  treatment.

Ascertainment. 

The  number  of  defectives  reported  to  the  Authority  during 
the  year,  and  whose  names  were  entered  on  the  register,  was 
82.  This  figure  includes  15  cases  notified  by  the  Education 
Committee.  The  classification  of  the  cases  ascertained 
during  the  year  is  shown  in  the  preceding  tables. 

Removals  from  the  Register. 

The  names  of  36  defectives  were  removed  from  the  register 
during  1938.  The  number  included  19  deaths,  7  defectives 
who  had  left  the  County,  and  2  cases  certified  under  the 
Lunacy  Acts. 

State  of  Register  on  31st  December,  1938. 

The  ascertained  defectives  in  the  County  at  the  end  of  the 
year  numbered  895,  giving  an  increase  of  46  on  the  number 
for  the  previous  year. 

The  following  return  prepared  for  the  Board  of  Control 
gives  further  particulars  of  the  ascertained  defectives  in  the 
area. 

Supervision. 

The  Council’s  Health  Visitors  undertake  the  supervision  of 
defectives  in  their  homes.  As  a  routine  each  case  is  visited 
once  a  quarter.  Special  visits  are  made  when  necessary.  A 
written  report  is  made  by  the  nurse  following  her  visit,  on 
the  home  conditions,  on  the  care  and  control  exercised  over 
the  defectives,  and  on  other  matters  relating  to  his  welfare. 
The  number  of  home  visits  made  by  the  Health  Visitors 
during  the  year  was  1,622. 

Guardianship. 

There  are  at  present  19  defectives  under  this  form  of  control. 
Fourteen  are  under  the  care  of  parents  or  relatives.  Three 
are  in  private  homes,  specially  selected.  Of  the  remaining 
two,  one  is  in  the  Sacred  Heart  Convent,  Dagenham,  and  the 
other  in  the  care  of  the  Brighton  Guardianship  Society. 

Occupation  Centre. 

There  is  now  only  one  Occupation  Centre  in  the  County, 
namely  that  at  Scunthorpe.  The  Gainsborough  Centre  was 
closed  during  the  year  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  number  of 
defectives  in  attendance  was  insufficient  to  warrant  its 
continuance. 
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There  are  15  defectives  attending  the  Scunthorpe  Centre. 
The  work  of  the  centre  has  continued  on  the  lines  indicated 
in  previous  reports.  Inspectors  from  the  Board  of  Control 
visited  the  centre  in  October  and  made  certain  recommenda¬ 
tions  which  are  being  considered  by  the  Mental  Deficiency 
Acts  Committee.  The  most  important  of  these  was  that 
better  premises  should  be  obtained.  It  is  recognised  that  the 
present  building  is  unsuitable  in  several  respects,  but  up  to 
the  present  it  has  not  been  possible  to  find  more  suitable 
premises  in  Scunthorpe. 

Institutional  Care. 

The  majority  of  defectives  requiring  institutional  care  are 
now  admitted  to  one  or  other  of  the  institutions  controlled 
by  the  Lincolnshire  Joint  Board  for  the  Mentally  Defective. 
The  Lindsey  County  Council  is  a  constituent  member  of  this 
Board  and  is  entitled  to  the  use  of  42%  of  the  total  beds 
provided.  The  number  of  cases  in  institutions  under  the 
Joint  Board  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  296.  Seven  were  in 
institutions  outside  the  County.  Only  9  now  remain  in  the 
Council’s  Public  Assistance  Institutions. 


MENTAL  TREATMENT  ACT,  1930 

Reference  has  previously  been  made  to  the  small  extent 
to  which  the  Mental  Treatment  Act  Clinics  at  Grimsby  and 
Lincoln  are  used.  Only  4  patients  from  the  Administrative 
County  attended  during  the  year.  The  average  number 
attending  yearly  since  the  clinics  were  opened  is  5. 

Fifteen  patients  received  treatment  in  Mental  Hospitals 
under  this  Act,  during  1938,  all  of  whom  were  admitted  as 
voluntary  cases.
